Large  Flowering  Types 

JUSTRITK.  The  color  is  a  fine  shade  of  true  pink.  We 
consider  this  one  of  the  most  valuable  ’Mums  we  have 
originated.  In  size  and  form  it  resembles  a  well  grown 
Chieftain,  but  it  blooms  three  weeks  earlier — it3  blooming 
period  being  from  Oct.  12th  on.  Has  medium-sized  foli¬ 
age  on  a  rigid  stem  and  grows  four  feet  from  early  June 
planting.  Coming  ahead  of  the  midseason  glut  gives 
this  variety  extra  value.  Take  terminal  bud.  Scored 
88  points  by  C.  S.  A.  Committee. 

CELESTRA.  The  color  is  clear  bright  yellow.  Plant  this 
to  follow  Gold  Lode.  Blooms  Oct.  12th  and  finishes  before 
Golden  Glory  comes  in.  Late  crown  and  terminal  buds 
being  slightly  larger.  Can  be  grown  several  blooms  to 
the  plant  without  changing  the  perfect  form  of  the  blooms. 
Grows  five  feet  from  early  June  planting.  Fine  stem 
clothed  with  medium-sized  foliage.  Scored  88  points  by 
C.  S.  A.  Committee. 

MARGARET  GEAHAM.  A  wonderful  pure  white  variety, 
coming  into  bloom  Nov.  15th,  following  Snow  White. 
Round  incurved  form  with  broad  waxy  petals.  Comes 
unusually  uniform  in  size,  which  is  large  commercial. 
Grows  four  feet  high  from  early  June  planting.  Strong 
stem  and  abundant,  medium  size  foliage.  Won  C.  S.  A. 
silver  cup  at  Baltimore  and  Chicago.

GENERAL  COLLECTION 


A  letter  before  each  variety  indicates,  for  quick 

reference,  the  season  of  flowering - early,  late,  etc. 

The  date  after  each  varitey  is  approximate  date  of 
flowering. 

E  Early.  To  get  best  flowers,  it  is  important  to  order  early 
and  plant  early  in  May  or  June  for  best  results.  If  buds 
are  not  formed  on  dates  shown,  reserve  the  first  bud  appear¬ 
ing  after  that  date. 

M  Midseason.  When  seasons  are  favorable,  some  of  these  will 
bloom  a  few  days  before  November  1st. 

L— Late.  Late  flowering  varieties  usually  have  best  blooms 
about  November  10th,  if  early  buds  are  taken  and  the 
season  is  favorable.  These  varieties  may  be  had  for  later 
blooming  by  selecting  the  later  buds  and  planting  later. 
T  —Thanksgiving  varieties  usually  flower  shortly  before  Thanks¬ 
giving,  but  can  be  held,  in  most  cases,  for  Thanksgiving

SELECTING  THE  BUDS 
OF  ’MUMS 

Generally  the  best  flowers  come 
from  the  second  crown  and  termi¬ 
nal  buds.  The  crown  bud  may  be 
distinguished  by  the  fact  that  it 
appears  early  and  is  surrounded  by 
vegetative  growth;  that  is,  leaf 
shoots,  not  buds.  Crown  buds  are 
earlier,  usually  produce  the  larger 
bloom  and  more  petals  in  the  bloom. 
Color,  however,  is  not  as  intense  as 
from  a  terminal  bud. 

A  terminal  bud  is  late  and  is  sur¬ 
rounded  by  other  buds.  It  is  the 
terminus  of  a  year’s  growth.  It  is 
best  because  of  a  more  intense  color 
in  the  bloom  and  better  foliage. 
The  flowers  are  smaller  and  in  some 
cases  not  as  double  as  from  a  crown 
bud.
